The London Observer closes a laboured article 
upon the Course of Events“ with the following 
piece of amusing impertinence :— 

W It is ‘on the cards’ that in any attempt on Eng- 
é land, a corresponding attempt, by way of ‘ diversion,’ 

é would be made on Ireland, where it is supposed 
“there is a population sympathetic with the foes of 
“this country; and, sooth to say, there has been a 
“good deal of absurdity written and uttered by the 
é priest-ridden portion of that population on the sub- 
“ject. The priests cannot forgive this country be- 
„ cause she is Protestant; but in all cases these very 
“priests have formed the best police for England 
“ when Irish political agitation threatened to become 
“serious, as in 1798, 1803, and 1848; and therefore 
“ there is little to dread in reality from that quarter. 
„Even though an invading army were in possession 
“of Ireland they could not retain that possession for 
“a single month, so long as the seas were under the 
“command of England, and it may be safely said 
“that not a man of them would leave it alive. The 
“Trish outcry, therefore, is, ' Vox et preterea nihil 
“as it was in 1848.” 

The impudence contained in the above extract is 
only to be paralleled by its ignorance. We leave the 
Observer to the tender mercies of others as regards 

the Priests, who “cannot forgive England because 
“she is Protestant, and yet form the best police for 
England.“ But the Observer is not the only 
English journal which pooh-poohs any attempt on 
our own part to aid in the defence of the Empire. 
From the general tone of the English journals it 
would appear that, in case of “a diversion,” Irishmen 
are to remain at home with the women,---no, not 
with the women, for the women of Kent have en- 
rolled themselves into a rifle club---but Ireland is 
to be left to her Constabulary, not a man of whom 
has ever seen a Minie rifle, and the Militia, who are 
not yet embodied. No one is to arm unless John 
Pope Hennessey succeedsinenrolling an Irish Brigade 
to re-conquer Bologna for his Holiness, and possibly 
drive out his French protectors. Those English 
writers contemplate with the most irritating com- 
placency, the “ occupation,” to please you, of Ireland 
by invaders. They comfort themselves, not us, 
by the assurance that, “so long as the seas 
“remain under the command of England,” no in- 
vaders could retain possession of this island for a 
month. We should have thought that so long as 
the seas remained under the command of England, 
so long England herself would be secure. Judging 
from the enthusiasm of Englishmen, and the rapid 
enrolment of volunteers, it does not appear that 
England trusts too implicitly to her fleets alone. 
The French navy is represented in official journals 
as equal to the English. French seamen are in a 
frenzy to try a contest with us for the mastery of 
the seas. It might happen that England would have 
quite enough to do, not for one, but for six months 

in defending her own shores and arsenals. Meantime. 
we mere Irish are to have “a diversion” in the 
shape of Pagan Turcos and cut-throat Zouaves, in 
Dublin suppose, or Limerick, or Cork. We are to 
be quite calm and contented while the plunder is 
going on, for the English fleet will take care that not 
a man returns alive. How this is to be managed the 
Observer does not tell us. The same steam which 
has made the English Channel a bridge has also 
shortened the distance between Ireland and France. 
The expected fog which is to conceal the advance of 
French transports on England may extend to the 
Irish shores, and favour, not so much the invasion as 
the retreat of those amiable Zouaves after a month's 
“diversion.” While our houses are in flames, our 

property plundered, our wives and daughters out- 

raged, and our country ravaged, we are to sit very 

quiet and very silent ; for, if the seas remain under 

the command of England, not a man will remain 

alive, provided that fleet can take inland towns and 

fortresses, which, doubtless, Zouaves know how to 

defend out of the reach of ships armed even with 

Armstrong s guns, 

There was a famous General once-+-perhaps the 

Observer may have heard of him who did not think 

so lightly of Ireland; indeed, he used to 
the hand of England,” for it was by her sons that 
England smote her foes. The Duke of Wellington 
always desired that, while England should have a 
complete system of internal defence, there should be 
at least four places d armes, or fortified places of 


refuge, one in each ptovinee of Ireland. He didnot 
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in Ireland. The 


our loyalty, as well as to abandon us to the enemy. 
It is, in fact, to tempt aggression, and the hard 


| thought will arise, are we to be sacrificed lest the soil 


of England should be violated ? There may remain 
amongst us some few remnants of Phenixmen, whom 
an injudicious laxity condoned; but our people have 
prospered, and, consequently, have become conser- 
yative. They willdefend their homesteads against 
the domiciliary visitsof Zouaves, as they did twenty 
years since against tithe-proctors and distrainers. It 
is not by surrendering all to the French that the pea- 
santry will obtain a title td their holdings. In the 
formation of a volunteer corps, the selection of the 
men may safely be jeſt to the commanding officer; 
and there is not a district in Ireland where a spirited, 
loyal, and wealthy corps could not be enrolled. The 
very expense of the outfit will suffice to exclude all 
whom it is desirable toexclude. For the rest, they 
have a common country and a common interest, and 
they are not wanting in courage or determination to 
defend both. 

The “regulations” which we published ón Tues- 
day, respecting the Royal Naval Volunteers, may be 
made available in some degree to the defence of Ire- 
land. The men are to drill as near as possible to their 
own houses and stations. Two or three heavy hulks 
or gunboats, stationed in the harbours of Ireland, 
would offer at once a training school for fighting men 
and a defence. It is all very well to talk of the Eng- 
lish fleet, but that fleet cannot be everywhere. Tobe 
effeetive it must be concentrated. But if some of the 
old guardships and sailing hulks, now rotting in 
English harbours, were moored in Dublin Bay, all 
the seamen who frequent our port might, in turn, 
obtain a knowledge of gunnery, and serve to keep an 
enemy at bay until our forces were assembled. 

A writer in the Quarterly Review asks— Does 
“any rational man believe that we are so vulnerable in 
“Sussex or Hampshire as in Clare and Tipperary?” 
Yet, with the exception of Cork Harbour, the Castle of 
Carrickfergus, the Pigeon House, and the old walls of 
Derry. Thereis not a place in Ireland which could resist 
the assault of a body of pikemen, much less a host of in- 
vaders. Warnings are lost upon some men. During 
the great French war, Ireland was twice invaded and 
constantly threatened. We have some reason to 
believe that if a blow is to be struck against England 
it will be through the sides of Ireland. England is 
up in arms, and may well smile at invasion. Why 
are we to be abandoned as a lure to draw off invaders 
from England? A bad reward will it be for all our 
loyalty, if we are, at best, to be the bait for a trap set 
to catch enemies. A great encouragement to any 
disturber will it be to know that he may “divert” 


the English fleet remaining supreme at sea! 
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Wr have on various occasions commented freely, as 
public journalists should, upon the hardship, cost, 
and uncertainty of the present method of holding com- 
missions in lunacy.

ments, in a light somewhat clearer than it has hitherto 
enjoyed. No theme of complaint has been more inex- 
haustible with our neighbours than the occupation of the 
Isle of Perim by a British force. On the motives as- 
cribed to the proceeding we need not now insist, but it 
certainly received in French hands a strange descrip- 
tion. The little rock, instead of serving for a light- 
house, was thought to have been turned into a citadel, 
strongly fortified, formidably garrisoned, and bristling 
with cannon, As very few Englishmen had ever heard 
of the island even * name, and as most men had 
gathered their whole knowledge of the matter from 
these very accounts, the misconceptions on the subject 
have been as common on one side of the Channel as on 
the other, and the information which we now subjoin, 
and on the authenticity of which full reliance may be 
placed, will probably have the recommendation of 
novelty even with the public at home. 

The small Island of Perim, distant 90 miles from the 
British settlement of Aden, at the entrance of the Red 
Sea, is undoubtedly in our possession. It has beenin our 
possession more than once, and has been more than once 
voluntarily evacuated, but it was last occupied in the 
month of January, 1857, under the orders of the Gover- 
nor of Aden, with the view of making it the foundation 
for a lighthouse. It is occupied by from 50 to 60 per- 
sons, and this number includes only a single European, 
a young officer of the Bombay Artillery, who has 
about as pleasant a life of it as the light-keeper in 
a floating beacon. The rest are natives of India 
detached from the Aden garrison, comprising 25 
sappers and 30 gunners. The sappers are occupied 
in keeping up the water tanks and store-rooms—no easy 
task, and the defence of the place devolves upon the 
gunners, who, however, have no guns. We need be at 
no trouble to inform our French neighbours of the 
exigencies attending anything like a settlement on 
the coasts of the RedSea. Arabs on the one side and 
Africans on the other are always menaciag aggression, 
and no position would afford an hours security 
which was not proof against sudden attack. This pro- 
tection, and this only, has been provided for the 60 
men stationed on the Isle of Perim. A small work 
has been formed of just sufficient size to contain this 
little garrison and its stores, and of just sufficient 
strength to resist the only weapons with which the pro- 
bable assailants would be armed. It is musketry-proof, 
and that is all. It is about as serviceable as a loghouse 
or blockhouse, furnishing a very good shelter against 
native marauders, but nothing more. That is literally 
the whole story of the supposed fortifications and gar- 
rison. Beyond the work we have described there are 
no defences whatever. There is not, nor has there ever 
been, a single gun on the Island. The great difficulty 
lies in keeping up the supply of provisions. Com- 
munications with Aden are maintained by a boat 
which plies every fourteen days between the two 
places, and which relieves 10 to 12 men of the garrison 
on each occasion, the officer in command being released 
once a quarter. It is thought desirable that the pro- 
visions on the rock should suffice for three months’ con- 
sumption, and the water for twice that time, but so great 
is the trouble involved, and so serious is the risk of 
privation, that it has recently been determined to es- 
tablish another source of reply. For this purpose a con- 
densing engine and a cargo of coal were to be despatched 
from Aden, and these, if they have arrived, are the only 
pieces of engineering which the island contains. 

Having said this much of Perim and its garrison, we 
are now bound to say something more, and perhaps our 
neighbours will not take our explanation any the less 
readily because it really contains a confusion. We must 
needs acknowledge that, though Perim is neither a 
Malta nor a Rhedes, though it is not a citadel, nota 
fortress, not a stronghold, not a battery—though it is 
none of these things—yet neither is it what it ought 
to be—a proper lighthouse. We can, however, most 
truly affirm that this is the actual origin and 
destination of the settlement, and that, if the 
design has not been accomplished, it has been owing 
only to those official delays and vacillations which are 
but too common in such proceedings. Be it remem- 
bered that Perim consults with Aden, Aden with Bom- 
bay, Bombay with Calcutta, and Calcutta with Eng- 
land. It did happen that, at first, the plan of putting 
Aden in direct communication with England, instead of 
sending despatches all round the circle and back again, 
was really allowed to prevail, but the Admiralty some- 
how got hold of the question, and the proper form of 
the light and lighthouse had to be discussed between 
the independent authorities of Leadenhall-street and 
Whitehall. This, of course, was not conducive to expe- 
dition, and though the controversy was terminated at 
last, and an engineer despatched from Bombay to com- 
plete the surveys and plans some twelve months ago, 
the contemplated lighthouse has not been erected yet. 
To this omission, then, we must plead guilty, but, if 
French affairs never suffer from similar delays, we can 
only say that our neighbours are truly fortunate in their 
administration. 

We have now told the truth about the Isle of 
Perim, and we may avail ourselves of the opportunity 
to add a word or two of more general purport. France 
may confidently assure herself that we in England want 
no extension of territory or influence in the Red Sea, 
or anywhere else. Perhaps our convictions on this head 
have not been long acquired, but nothing can be more 
true than that at this present moment the announce- 
ment of a new British settlement in any quarter of the 
world would create a greater outcry in this country 
than in France itself. We shall, perhaps, not be be- 
lieved when we make this disclaimer, but will our neigh- 
bours just look dispassionately at the arguments and 
principles now maintained in Parliament and the press ; 
Is it likely that we should be intriguing or manewuvring 
in the Red Sea when we are but half contented with the 
tenure of India itself? Has it not been seriously pro- 
posed that we should resign and make over again to na- 
tive rulers provinces of infinitely greater importance than 
all the coasts of the Red Sea together ? The projectors of 
“ Europe in 1860” were kind enough to allot us the 
Valley of the Euphrates in the new distribution— 
a far greater thing than the Isle of Perim ; but we 
should not envy the Minister who had to announce to 
Parliament that the course of that famous stream would 
in future lie through British territory, and that the 
House must be pleased to make due supplies for the 
occupation and protection of her Majesty’s new Asiatic 
domain. We are possessors of certain colonies and 
dependencies which were once regarded as infinitely 
precious, and which we shall still maintain, but 
the value of these possessions has been undul 
depreciated in the late revulsion of opinion, and, 
though we shall not cut them adrift, our whole 
policy tends to give them more and more independence, 
and it may be confidently assumed that we shall not 
enter upon any new system of conquest. This is the 
truth of the case. It will doubtless appear improbable 
in the eyes of our neighbours, and we shall not quarrel 
with them for their incredulity. Neither nations nor 
men can expect to be immediately credited with an 
abrupt change of opinions, and we have acted on 
principles so widely different in times past that the 
impressions of our old policy must needs survive. 
Once more, however, we repeat that what we have 
now stated is the truth, and anybody who makes the 
public opinion of England his study will very soon 
accept the conclusion.

I believe the Rifle Volunteer Movement should without 
delay extend to Ireland, and be confined to the large 
commercial towns, which, with their local yeomanry, 
would furnish at least 120 regiments of 250 men each, 
independent of the cities, each of which would enroll 
500 men. The whole rifle force would amount to at 
least 35,000 men, who, having a deep interest in the 
country, would be the natural and determined de 
fenders against either a foreign or local enemy. I also 
beg to suggest, that in addition to this force 
there could be 17,000 equally fit and proper 
men to carry arms for defence, raised by an 
augmentation of the Constabulary force of Ireland, in 
the following manner:—There are, at present, about 
12,900 police quartered over Ireland, in about 1,700 
stations; the barrack ot each station has been erected, 
generally, by the owner of the property on which it 
stands, for the protection of the peace of the country; 
consequently, such owner has a lively interest in the 
defence of Ireland, and would, of course, be a fit person 
te name 10 men fit and proper to carry arms for de- 
fence, to be enrolled with the police of the station on 
his property, and to be, by the constable at the barrack, 
drilled and practised in the use of the rifle two days 
in each week, the armsto remain in charge of the police, 
unless when used for drill and practice, as aforesaid; 
the 10 men to receive a day’s pay for each attendance, 
and to return to their homes at night, until called on for 
active service; and when their services can be dispensed 
with, their names to remain on the Constabulary list, in 
order that any who wish to join the force should be first 
appointed, in case of their fitness in other respects. An 
augmentation of 10 men to each station would give a 
force of 17,000 proper men, which. with 12,900 police at 
present (in all 29,900 men would be raised), together 
with the Rifle Volunteers, would give a force of about 
65.000 such men as never before carried arms for the 
defence of Ireland.

EXHIBITION OF FLOWERS. 

The usual Winter Exhibition of Flowers and Fruit of the 
Royal Horticultural! Society took place yesterday,in the Pillar- 
room of the Rotundo. The attendance of members and 
visiters was numerous. Tables were laid out along the centre 
of the room, bearing the different groups of exh ibits. 
Amongst the flowers which attracted most attention from 
their excellence in genus and growth, were the chrysan the- 
mums, and camelias contributed by his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, the Chief Secretary. and Dr. Neligan. 
The stove and greenhouse plants of Mr. Bewley were in 
splendid condition, and proved the most careful 
training. In fruit, the Uvedale St. German pears 
by Sir George Hodson, Bart., were the most remarkable, 
although not yet arrived at maturity, the average 
weight of each was 2ib. 6 oz.-—six of them weighing 
i4ibs. The exhibits of potted pines, by Sir Roger Palmer, 
Bart., as well as the contributions in grapes, by the Lord 
Lieutenant and the Chief Secretary, were much noticed 
and admired. In apples, those added by Hans Hamilton 
Woods, Esq., and Captain Isacke, took the palm. The 
tropical fruits—consisting of lemons, citrons, oranges, 
bananas, ginger, and Chinese yam (the well-kuown 
vegetables once sought to be introduced into this 
country as a substitute for the petato)—were presented by 
the Earl of Carysfort, Robert C. Brown, Esq., of Brown 
Hill, and George Pim, Esq. These latter exhibits were re- 
markable for sound growth and good quality. ‘There were 
other objects deserving of notice too numerous to mention. 
[he exhibition was, on the whole, most sucessful, notwith- 
standing the absence o that almost indispensable requisite on 
such occa sions—a military band. 

CHRYSANTHEMUM SHOW. 

An exhibition of ‘chrysanthemums took place at 
the Athenaum on Wednesday, and presented a very 
large and interesting variety of these beautiful plants. 
The chief exhibiters were Ebenezer Pike, Esq., Bes- 
borough, who sent in a collection exceedingly rich and 
varied in form, size, and colour, and which, for num- 
ber of plants, size of flowers, and richness of hues, was 
one of the finest ever seen, and included some splen- 
did specimens. W. Coppinger, Esq., Blackrock, sent 
in aremarkable fine collection, which was much ad- 
mired. Thos. Daly, Esq., also sent in a number of 
the finest and most delicate species. Among other 
exhibiters were Timothy Mahony, Esq., J. P., who 
sent in a Waltonian case, heated by a lamp, by which 
a large quantity of cuttings can be “struck” at any 
period of the year. It is, in fact, a miniature hot house, 
and well adapted for amateur gardeners who wish to 
try their skill in propagating rare and choice plants. 
Mr. Mahony also sent in a collection of chrysanthemums.

days of observation : and, in addition, all restrictions re- 
moved on arrivals from Pripoli and other ports of the 
Regency carrying clean bills of health.—I have the 
honour to be, sir, your most obedient, humble servant, 
Victor.

EARTHQUAKE AT Matta.—Letters from Malta of the 
15th of November report a slight shock of earthquake 
on the day preceding, at four p.m., attended by a loud 
rambling noise. ‘There was little wind at the time, 
although it had been blowing for 48 hours previous 
very heavily from the northward and eastward. It 
had rained all day on the 14th, after unusually dry 
weather and great heat. 

Capture or Deserrers From tue Rorat NAVY 
Within the last few days no less than eight able-bodied 
seamen have been arrested at Parsonstown as deserters 
from the Royal Navy. ‘These men are all English, and 
after their desertion had enlisted at the other side of 
the Channel in the Ist Royals, 58th and 68th Regiments, 
and have recently joined the 13th Depot Battalion of 
Infantry at Parsonstown. ‘I'wo of them have been put 
on board H.M.S. Ajax at Kingstown, and the others are 
detained in custody, awaiting orders from the Admiralty 
Three of them belong to the Diadem, one to the Emerald, 
one to the Queen, one to the Fisgard, one to the Porcupine, 
andone to the Selley. These men stated that they had 
no intention of deserting—that when ashore for“ a spree, 
and under the influence of drink, they were induced to 
enlist for the army. 

A Case or Torture IN INDIA. A case of torture has 
recently been brought to ligh; in the Umballah district 
A prisoner was swung up to atree, his toes just touching 
the ground, with the view of extorting confession.

Errects or A Stray SHOT FROM THE Epimnsureu.--A 
few days ago, says the Alloa Journal, an accident of a 
somewhat singular and alarming kind occurred to the 
sloop Britaunia, of Alloa, Todd, master, while passing 
down the Firth. The gunners of her Majesty’s ship 
Edinburgh, presently lying near Queensferry, had been 
practising target-shooting with heavy ball, and having 
some way or other gone very wide of their mark, the 
shot reached the Britannia, a distance of fully two miles, 
and entering her on the larboard bow carried away the 
windlass and pump-stand, went right through the small 
beat which was on deck, and passing the companion, 
where the captain was standing, sent a hammer, which 
he held, spinning out of it, and finally made its exit 
through the bulwarks into the water. Ihe captain's first 
impression was that his arm was shot away, the severe 
shock it had sustained having created a teeling of numb- 
ness in it which did not pass away for several hours. The 
look-out on board the Edinburgh having observed what 
was done, a boat was immediately manned and sent off 
to the disabled sloop, which it very soon reached. On 
pulling up alongside, the first inquiry was if any lives 
were lost, which having been satisfactorily answered, 
the party boarded the sloop and proceeded to ascertain 
the extent of the damage she had sustained. This done, 
the crew was asked to go on board the Edinburgh until 
their vessel was repaired, which having done, carpen- 
ters, coopers, smiths, &c., were despatched to make all 
right.

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THE FRENCH EXPEDITION TO CHINA. 

The following are some details concerning the prin-

Colonel Schmitz, acting as Major-General of 
the army in Chins, is a promising young officer 
of the Staff. He is the sm of General Schmitz of 
the first empire, end servel his apprenticeship in 
Africa. During the untortunate expedition which 
was overtaken by the snow he, when acting as aide- 
de-camp to General Levasseur, displayed extraordi- 
nary energy and resource. Afterwards he went through 
the campaign, first attached to General Forey, 
and then to the Commander-in-Chief. General Montau- 
ban will be invested with most extensive powers, being 
anthorised to appoint to all vacancies up to the rank of 
colonel, with the sole restriction that the nomination to 
the rank of colonel! and sub-lieutenant will 
Emperor's sanction.

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CONSOLIDATED NISI PRIUS—Yesterpay. 
(Before Baron Greene, and a Common Jury.) 
Hutchinson v. Sinnott. 

This was an action instituted by the plaintiff, a stucco 
plasterer, to recover from the defendant, who is pro- 
prietor of a hotel at the Kingsbridge, a sum of £50, the 
amount of money alleged to have been lent. The de- 
fence was adenial that any money was lent by the plain- 
tiff to the defendant. ‘The plaintiff's case was that upon 
several occasions prior to his marriage with the defen- 
dant’s daughter, in the year 1854, he had advanced’sums 
of money, to the amount claimed, to the defen- 
dant, and that the defendant offered him a promissory 
note as security, but that he refused to accept 
it. He alleged the defendant then offered him 
an assignment of some goods, which he agreed to accept, 
and that an instrument for the purpose was drawn out, 
but that the defendant never gave it up, and that it 
was still in his possession. The document alluded to 
was produced. It appeared that it was not a deed of 
assigninent, but a bond purporting to be security for 
money lent by the plaintiff for the defendant. Defen- 
dant was examined, and negatived, in the most emphatic 
manner, having borrowed any money trom the plaintiff, 
except upon one occasion, when he borrowed £1, which 
he paid back in twenty minutes. His explanation 
as to the bond was, that it was executed for 
the purpose of securing his property from execution 
at a time when he was in embarrassed circumstances. 
The bond had never been in the possession of the plain- 
tiff, and witnees had since paid all his ereditors. The 
plaintiff was married to witness’ daughter; but, as 
alleged, was some three years since tried for bigamy, 
and ever since the defendant had supported his wife 
and child. The defendant’s wife was examined, and 
she corroborated the evidence of her husband, 
as to no bond having been given either to him or 
to her; she stated that upon one occasion, the 
plaintiff gave a cheque to her daughter for 
ten guineas, for the purpose of buying a wedding dress 
and other articles, and at another time, before the mar- 
riage, he gave her daughter £20, which was stated to have 
been expended in the purchase of a wedding breakfast. 
He invited 150 persons to her house that night. The 
plaintiff s wife was examined, and she corroborated the 
evidence of her mother, as to the two sums which the 
plaintiff had given her before marriage. 

At the close of the evidence, the jur y stated they had 
made up their minds, unanimously, to tind for the | 
dant. 

Baron Greene severely commented upon the condutt 
of the plaintiff in bringing such an action, and said he 


Mr. Leahy, Q.C., moved, in this case, for a certiorari 
to be directed against Mr. Richard O'Donnell, J. P., and 
two other magistrates of the county of Kerry, acting at 
the Listowel Petty Sessions, requiring them to remove 
into this court four convictions which were made by 
them under the Fishery Act, upon the ground that the 
question in the case was one of title, and involving the 
right to fish in a fresh-water river lying between two 
estates in the county Kerry, one called the estate o! 
Kilmainey, and the other an estate which lately belonged 
to a family named Lock. Counsel informed the court 
that a question of title was plainly involved, and upon 
that ground the magistrates should not have heard the 
cases, which came before them pon summons arising 
from disputes between several parties, as to fishing in 
the river in question. 

The Court granted the order. 

Counsel applied subsequently for a writ of prohibi- 
tion in this case, stating that no exéeution had issued, 
and that a writ of prohibition against the issue of exe- 
cution ‘would answer as well as an order to compel the 
convictions to be brought into court. 

His Lordship complied with the request. 

Baker rv. O'Neill. 

Mr. Sidney moved in this case that a consent entered 
into between the parties might be made a rule of court. 
The action was taken in respect of certain rights of way 
and party walls, on property inthe county Dublin. 
The trial of the case occupied five days, before the Lord 
Chief Justice of the Queen's Bench, at the sittings after 
last term.
